The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper mwbeu placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents* list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, ttm duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given 
to the appik^ant {or attorney or agent) at the conduston of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicanfs correspondence 
address either with or prk>r to the next official communication. If additk>nal correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dk:tate, the Fonn should be mailed promptly after the telephonk; Interview rather than with the next official communk:atk>n.

It is desireat>te that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obtigationr to r^xsnf the sufctstancs of the interview In each case unless both appl»ant and 
examiner agree that the examiner wHI record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substarrce of the interview, or when it is adequately recorded on the 
Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner shouki check a box at the bcitom of the Form infonning the apfjilcanX that he need not supplement the Form by 
submitting a separate record, of the sutsstarrce of the interviewr.

Of course, the applicant may desire to 
emphasize and futty describe those arguments which he feels were or n^ght be persuasive to the examiner.
